DR. COOK'S CLAIMS 


The Goeanabebtie en Talks About Sied- 
| ges and Snowshoes—Latest on 
Controversy. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 27.—Com- 
mander Robert EB. Peary, while on 
his way from Portland to Bat Harbor 
today let drive with characteristic 
/ vehemence. his heavy artillery against 
| Dr. Frederick A. Cook, preparatory 

to his conference here with Thomas 
H. Hubbard, over the promulgation of 
hig final indictment of Dr. Cook's 
claims to the premier discovery cf 
the Pole. Commander Peary pointed 
out that Dr. Cook alleges that in one 
Sledding season he had covered 25 
\ degrees or 1,700 miles of Arctic ice, 
when no previous explorer, notwith- 
standing the vastly better equipment, 
had ever covered more than 11 de- 
rees of that! most difficult going on 
the universe. 

' “It is well known,” said Command- 
er Peary, “what my equipment was 
when I started north from Cape Col- 
umbia, The world has read of my 
equipment and the world knows ,of 
my experience in the Arctic eld. 
Yet I did not make quite fourteen de- 
grees in my last a only successful 
dash to the Pole.” 

Commander Peary said that Dr. 
Cook had taken but one sled on his 
1,700 miile journey over Arctic ice. 
This was the sled that Dr. Cook left 
behind him at Etah. 

“I examined that sled,” said the 


Commander. “Yes I looked over it 
ser carefully. So did Henson; -o 
McMillan. They know sleds | 


ress and so do I. That sled of Dr. 
Cook’s was built along lines of 19 
sled I ever saw before. Why I don’t 
>... ‘believe that sled would last one day 
over Arctie ice, with a standard load 
of 600 or 600 pounds. 
He Wants to Know Why. 

“L would like to knew why, if Har- 
ty Whitney knew the value of in- 
struments and proofs that Dr. Coot 
intrusted to his custody (to the cus- 
tody of a man who was practically a 
stranger,) he did not sail back to 
Etah in the Jeanie for those things. 
Why did he come away from Smith’s 
Sound and leave those treasures to 
the mercy of another Arctic winter.”

Stratton Protested Election Trial Op- 
ens in Toronto—R. H. td 
Gives Evidence to Being Liberal 
Sub-chairman and Confidentia! 
Agent for Conservatives—Bribery 
and Corruption Charged. 


Toronto, Sept. 27.—With 269 direct 
charges of bribery and corruption ia 
the main petition and 139 counter 
charges in the cross-petition and 300 
witnesses subpoened, the J. R. Stra- 
ton protested Peterborough Federal 
election trial conmmenced this after- 
noon efore Judges MacMahon and 
Magee. The feature of the evidence 
was the testimony of R. H. Shep- 
perd, an employee of the Canadian 
General Electric company, who acted 
as Liberal sub-chairmen during the 
campaign, but who admitted that at 
the sam¢ time he was furnishing con- 
fidential information to the Conserva- 
tive organizution, For this he was 
to receive & personal eheque of $209. 
The reports of his canvassing whieh 
were wocene revealed gross dupli- 
city. o cases of actual bribery were 
referred to today but will be featur- 
ed tomorrow, it is said, 

Jos. Picard, a salesman and Liberal 
worker, was the first witness but was 
unimportant. 

. Bryson, insurance agent and 
secretary of the Liberal committee in 
Ward 1, said all the workers reported 
to A. H. Stratton. Witness gnid he 
had paid R. H. Sheppard for his work 
but had paid no one for a vote. He 
had paid one, Wm. Grimstone, who 
had said he was going to vote and 
work for the party. 

H. Sheppard said he had receiy- 
ed from the Liberals $7.98, $6 and $2 
He denied receiving an money from 
Walter Davidson, though confrented 
with a letter to R. N. Waddell enclos- 
ing two $5 Bank of Commerce billa 
and given by Walter Davidson for 
spending money. Witness admitted 
he was “playing a game.”

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AN ASTRONOMER 
PREDICTS QUAKE 


Tomorrow Sun, theod afd Planets 
‘Will Combine to’ Change Shape - 
of Earth. 


Messina, Sept. 27—frank Alvord 


Perret, of Brooklyn. 
assistant director of the Royal obser-[? 
vatory of Mount Vesuvius, the first 
man to forecast seismic disturbances, 
and the only man to foretell the Mes- 
sina disaster, believes that within the 
three days the earth) may 
pulled out of shape by the terrific 
power of the sun and planets in un- 
usual conjunction and that as one 
result Sicily again will be the scene 
of earth shocks. Mr. Perret bases 
this last forecast on astronomical con- 
ditions, his guide in all his prior pre- 
dictions and so accurate in the past 
have been his reading of the pogjgions 
of the planets as exerting great strains 
on the earth that his predictions are 
now regarded as scientifically accur- 
ate, > 

In the next three days the positions 
of the sun, moon, Mars, Saturn and 
Jupiter will be such as to exert the 
most tremendous strain of lirect at- 
traction upon the earth and produce 
a strong gravitational distortion of 
the earth’s form; so much so as to 
change the earth from a sphere to ap 
elipse. It is such severe strains as 
this that cause the major seismic dix. 
turbanees, A 

Earthquake Tomorrow. 

According to Mr. Perret Wednesday 
September 28 is the date most favor- 
able for earthquakes or voleanic 
eruptions. He said ‘‘at that time the 
sun, earth and moon are in a line 
with each other and the moon also is 
at its Nearest approach to the earth. 
This combination tends to a drawing 
out of shape of the earth or a change 
in its form from a sphere to an 
eclipse. This extra, strain of attract 
ion upon the weak spots in the earth’s 
crust causes them to give way and 
thus produces earthquakes or volcan- 
ie eruptions. 

“On Wednesday it happens that 
the planet Mats is nearest to tie 
earth and also almost directly in line 
with the earth, sun and moon, while 
Saturn is not far from the same line. 
Jupiter although far on the other 
of the sun is also in Ine with the 
earth, It is true that the effects of 
these plancts is. verg~mueh tess 
that of the sun and the moon but 
when their effect is added the strain 
will be far greater than usual. Thus 
I consider that Wednesday and Thurs- 
day next will be very vigorous. It $ 
possible that nothing very speci 
wil! occur but if so this will simply 
mean that the earth has resisted the 
danger that nevertheless existed.’

FOUR OF BECK’S RACE 
HORSES BURNED INCAR 


Hon. Adam Beck, Ontario’s Power 
Minister, Sustains Great Loss by 
Burning of Four Thoroughbreds in 
a Grand Trunk Car in Toronto 
Yards. 


Toronto, Sept, 27—Four of Hon. 
Adam Beck’s race horses, including 
Photographer, were smothered and 


burned when the car in which they 
were being shipped to London, Ont., 
caught fire as the train pulled out at 
8 o'clock tonight. The four horses 
were loaded in o G. T. R. train in the 
afternoon, Frank Dillon and ‘William 
Palmer, two boys, travelled in the car 
with them, 

As the car was leaving the yard it 
was jolted and a lantern, hanging 
from the roof, was knocked down, set- 
ting fire to the hay and straw. The 
boys could not signal for a stop, but 
monaged to cling to the outside of the 
ear. As the train passed Spadina ave- 
nue passe reby saw the flaming car 
and turned in an alarm, The train 
hands stopped the car at the foot of 
Bathurst street and the terrified 
youths scrandbled down, The car was 
pulled away from the one behind it, 
containing several horses of the Dy- 
ment string. 

When the fire was extinguished it 
was discovered that all the animats 
were dead. The carcasses were 8¢- 
verely scorched and the inside of the 
car was damaged, 

Hon. Mr. Beck said tonight he could 
not estimate the money loss. He did 
not think the horses were insured.

SEVERE ELECTRICAL STORMS. 


Telegraph Lines All Over the Wet Put 
Out of Commission. 


“Ninmives, Sept. 27—The greater part 

of the continent was visited this morn- 
ing by one of the worst electrical storms 
in the history of the West. All the tele- 
graph lines were put ont of business and 
almost all telegraphic communication 
was stopped for some hours. . 

An elecrtica! storm of such severity is 
very rare, occurring perhaps one in a 
decade, and on only one récorded occas- 
ion was its incidence as great, for the

rtment ef Interier issues Annual 

rt—Homestead Entries for the 
Year Totalied Over 30,000—Immi- 
gration for Year Was Over 146,008. 


Ottawa, Sept. 27—The annual report 
0? the Department of the Interior lies 
been issued and it is a remarkable 
record of the progress of Western Can- 
ada, The net revenue on account of 
the Dominion lands has been the 
largest. in the history of the depart- 
ment. The total revenue of the de- 
partment was $3,228,904, an increase of 
half a million. Of this increase $969,- 
634 was under the head of the Domin- 
ico lends, owing to the greater am- 
O42? received on account of the pre- 
emption fees and an increase in the 
number of homesteal entries, 

The number of homestead entries 
made during the year was 39,081, in- 
volving 6,252,960 acres as compared 
with 30,424 entries and 4,867,840 acres 
in the previous fiseal year, Thig is 
the largest total in the history of the 
department except in 1906, when the 


number of entries was 41,869, Of 
these entries jast year 10,289 were 
made by ©. anadians, 10,522 by Ameri- 


Catia, 5,643 by Puglisi, 5,343 by Aus- 
1,310 by Scotch and 
the balance by all nationalities, 

The greater number of the Ameri- 
cans came from North Dakota and 
Minnesota, though 43 states, Alaska, 
Indian territory, and the District of 
Columbia were all re presented, 

The sales of lands by railway com- 
panies and the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany was much emalier than the av- 
evage, being only 109,373 acres for $1,- 
211,885, as against 4,229,011 acres for 
$14,651,757 in 1903, the banner year of 
sale by the railways. 

Immigration Branch. 

The report of the immigration 
branch states that during the last fis- 
eal year the number of arrivals was 
146,929, of whom 52,901 came from 
Great Britain and Ire ‘land, 34,175 from 
other countries and 59,853 from the 
United States. While this total show- 
ed a big falling off from the previous 
year it was exceeded’ only once before 
in a dozen years. The total immigra- 
tion since 1896-7 thas been 1,366,650. 
Stres sis laid upon the fact that near- 
ly half of the male population which 
arrived last year was composed of 
farmers ard farm laborers. The im- 
migration from France and Belgium 
shows a decrease, but those who did 
come are said to be Gt a good quality. 
It is interesting to note that while 
immigrants from France and Belgium 
in the seven years ending 1903. only 
totalled 4,559, in the inst six years 
it reached a total ot 16,192. During 

e ylear 3,803 immigrants were re- 
jected at ocean ports and 1,174 were 
deported, the total number of deportea 
since 1902, when the system went into 
operation, having been 3,149. Of? the 
deportations 2,007 have ‘been English, 
26 Scotch and 149 Americans,

The Elimination of Qne of the Side- 
walks and One of the Car Tracks 
for the Present Would Cut Off $65,- 
133 From the Cost of the Struc- 
ture,

A telegram received this morning 
by Mayor Lee from F. W. Peters, of 
the C. P. R., Winnipeg, brought the 
asked for information that the elimin- 
ation of one sidewalk and one street 
car line on the traffie section of the 
high level Drifige with provision left 
for their erection in the future would 
mean a saving of some $64133 upon 
the cost to be borne by the cities and 
the two governments. This would re- 
duce the total eost from $586,000 to 
$520,867, 

What changes the elimination of 
these features will make in the ‘bridge 
construction will be determined by 
the government engineer, Mr, Chalm- 
ers. There is a possibility that the 
difference in the bridge would be so 
great that it would be eonsilered it 
advisible to make the changes. 

The saving effected in each of the 
two items is set ous in the following 
telegram received from Mr. Peters :— 

“Our bridge engineer estimates if 
you eliminate one sidewalk but make 
provision for its future construction 
you will save $22,577. If one electric

Midnight Flyer Crashes Into Stock 
Train om Wrong Track in 
Chicago Yards. ah 


Chicago, Sept, 28—Efght men were 
reported killed and about twenty in- 
jured in collision at 12.30 o’clock 
this morning b&tween tha midnight 
fiyer of the item railway and 
a Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paui 
Stock train at Fourteenth «treet and 
Rockwell street, 

The killed were all passengers in 
the caboose of the cattle train, which 
was bound for the stock yards, It 
was on the Pennsylvania tracks and 
the heavy passenger train crashed in. 
to the rear end, reducing the caboose 
to splinters and demolishing four 
cattle cars, which were closely packed 
with stock. The passenger train, 
which is known as No, 12, left the 
Union station at 12.01 o’olock,

The crew of 
the stock train and men engaged in 
watering and handling the cattle also 
were among the injured, 

When the giant engine of the fast 
passenger train crashed into the frail 
caboose it almost obliterated it. THe 
human beings, who oceupied the berths 
were crushed together in a mass, The 
shrieks of the wounded was inter.

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The Department of Trade and Com 
merce is adopting aggressive business 
methods for bringing the Government 
Annuitics scheme to the fayorable at- 
tention of the public.

The 
privilege is open to every man, wo- 
man or child, and provision may be 
made for any one by another. Pro- 
vision amgy be made for an arnuity 
of $50, or for one of $600, or for any 
sum between. There are no Japs>s 
and failure to pay premiums doo net 
cause the forfeiture of mon-y ac") 
paid. Whatever is paid in is credited 
the payer and interest allowed on 
it-at the rate of four per cent., com- 
pounded hali-yearly. The Government 
manages the business free, thus draw- 
ing nothing from the fund for man- 
agerial expenses. The annuity can- 
hot be forfeited. It cannot be assign- 
ed, or alienated by any process of 


law. Payments may be made weekly 
of 25 cen‘s or more, or » jump sum 
may be paid for an arauity. What- 
the payment, the benefits are 
proportionately the same. If the pay 
ments made, with compound interest 
at toree per eent., are not sufficient to 
earn an annuity of $50, all paymens:, 
with interest, will be returned to the 
heirs.

Augustus Heinze stated today that le 
had instituted suit against the Wind- 
sor Trust company as the result of 
the alleged theft of $110,000 worth of 
Heinze stock by a gang of youthful 
Wall street crooks, who obtained i.e 
securities from the Trust company. 
Mr. Rosenthal said that his client 
wanted $200,000 damages, Mr. Rosen- 
thal refused to make any statement 
concerning the suit until the report 
that papers had been served upon 
Presideat John Alyin Young, of the 
Trust company, had been brought®to 
his rttention, Then he said: ‘Yes, it 
is true. At the present time [ would 
prefer that nothing be said concern- 
jie the matter.” 

The summons was served either’ 
Thursday or Friday of last week. The 
summons was not accompanied oy the 
complaint, which Mr. Rosenthal ad- 
mitted asks for dantages as high as 
$200,000 although the stated value of 
the secdrities at the time of the loan 
was $110;000, 46n the ground that the 
owner suffered thig loss in consequ- 
ence of the conversation of the stock.

Europe, from the prairie provinces of 
Canada, by way of Hudson bay, is of 
the first importance to the Dominion, 
for several reasons. It is the shortest 
possible course from the centre of this 
prop of provinces to Liverpool, as it 


‘ollows approximately a segment of alability or otherwise of the strait aad bay 


great circle between these points, Not! 
‘nly is the total length the shortest, 
but this route affords a greater pro- 
portation of transportation by sea, with 
a shorter land haul than any other, 
More than 1,000 miles of its water trans- 
portation is within the British possessions, 

udson bay having only one opening to 
the ocean may be considered a mare 
clausum, The land portion is shorter 
than that by any existing line, and it 
passes through an even country with a 
very gentle slope towards the sea. The 
bay and strait are free from rocks and 
shoals and may be casily navigated by 
the largest ocean going vessels. 

The advantage of utilizing this route 
have been discussed by public men and 
the press ever since Canada acquired 
the northwest territories from the Hud- 
son’s Bay company. On the other hand, 
a_great deal of nonsense has been written 
and strong opinions have been given 
agiinst the practicability of the route, 
mostly by people who had no personal or 
direct knowledge of the subject. The 
history of the questién and the .vurious 
circumstances connected therewith, all 
tended to prejudice the public against 
it. A constant effort was made to 
associate Hudson bay and strait with 
the Arctic regions, Although the bay 
stretches for a thousand miles from 
south to north and the distance: is still 
greater from the Atlantic ocean at the 
entrance of thé strait to the western 
shore of the bay, yet these waters do not 
anywhere reach the Arctic circle and the 
latitude of ‘the southern. extremity is 
south of that of London. The. writer 
has devoted about twenty-five seasons 
to the exploration and survey of the 
shores of Hudson bay and the country 
lying to the south and west for long 
distances | inland, He has passed 
through “Hudson ‘strait , nine diffgrent 
times’ and has surveyed a great ‘part of 
its northern coast. 

The Hudson» Bay company, which 
had snecessfully used the route in question 
for more than 200 years, regarded: the 
bay and all the country extending thence 
to the Rocky mountains, as their own 
property and were’ jealous of anyone in- 
truding on their preserves, who might 
some day dispute their nagproly of 
trade or their ownership of Me country. 
Not only did their officers and men and 
their supplies enter the country 
every year by this route, but the first 
military foree and the first permanent 
settlers, in what is now Menitoba, came 
in by the same route. Viewed from the 
British islands, it seemed by far the 
easiest and most Jdirect way into the 
Canadian northwest, 

Notwithstanding the fact that Hud- 
son strait and bay have been navigated 
with success for 240 years by the com- 
pany,.there is no doubt that; in the old 
days of sailing shipg, floe ice often re- 
tarded the progress®f their vessels, anc 
much lag been made of thik fact by the 
opponents of the proposal) to use these 
waters as a high-way to Euroje, But 
steam navigation has changed all that 
and has put a new aspect on the whole 
question, The writer was a passenger on 
one of. the company’s sailing ships in 
1880, when a small scattered field of ice 
entirely stopped our progress in the 
strait. Four years afterwards.. when I 
was on board the steamship Neptune, 
in about the same part of the strait, we 
met a much worse field of ice and steamed 
through it with little or no loss of time. 

The dday in attempting to develop 
this route for commerce has arisen from 
several causes, among which are the 
following: When it was first advocated 
as a modern commerical route, the popu- 
lation in‘ the interior was so small that 
there would have been too little business 
to give employment to a railway and line 
of steamships. soon as the Hudson's 
Bay company territories had been pur- 
chased and the Canadian Pacific railway 
had been constructed, both at the ex- 
ipense of the people of Canada, in order 
to seoure the te of the northwest for 
the older portions of the country, it was 
argued that it would be unwise to open a 
shorter and more direct route to Britain, 
which would devert the very trade and 
travel we were so anxious to obtain for 
that railway, in order to secure these 
advantages for the Canadians themselves. 
It was therefore, natural that the pro- 
posed route should be opposed by the 
the Hudson's Bay company, the Canad- 
ian Pacific railway, the manufacturers 
of Eastern Canada and all others, who 
thought their own particular interests 
were menacec, The Canadian gevern- 
ment was also opposed to it, for the time 
being. In fact, the Hudson bay route 
had few friends or ndvocates. The 
people of the western prairies who wanted 
the route opened up were not sufficiently 
numerous and had not the necessary 
yolitieal influence to secure for the pro- 
ject the consideration it deserved. No 
class of people of, the eastern parts of 
the . Dorfinion felt themselves called 
upon to take any active interest in the 
matter. : 

And so this great question has dragged 
itself along to the present time. In the 
natural course of events, the opening 
up of this channel for trade, could only 
become a living issue when the exports 
beeame sufficiently great to force thoir 
way to the sta by the cheapest and 
easiest route. When this shall have 
been accomplished, a large proportion 
of the imports will, of course, come the 
same way and there will also be a con- 
siderable passenger traffic, The, people 
of Great Britgin will soon learn that the 
increase in their.own trade, which this 
route will afford, is a matter of much 
interest to them, 

To an outsider, the virtual obstrue- 
tions placed in the way of developing 
this route by such means as | have 
mentioned, will appear to have been 
short sighted and unpatrioctic; for, let 
us suppose that if, by any means besices 
those which have been referred to, a 
large 98 gone could be rapidly poured 
into that vast uninhabited region, would 
this not be the very best means of furn- 
ishing the desired traffie for the Canadian 
Pacific railway and trade for the tariff- 


The writer accompanied three of these 
expeditions, as naturalist and geologist. 
On two of them he was also medical 
officer, but he was not asked to report 
anything as to the question of the suit- 


as part of a commercial route between 
our northwest territories and Europe. 
He had, however, previously written a 
number of papers on this subject for 
publication, including one for the geo- 
graphical section of the British Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Science, 
York metting, and accompanied it with 
a map.o But his most complete paper 
in this connection was one entitled “A 
New Route to Europe”’ (from the interior 
of British North America), published in 
(Montreal, as 2 pamplet, in 1880, Much 
of the general literature on the Hud- 
son bay route, which has ‘since appeared, 
is based on the information contained in 
this pamphlet. 

In connection with the expedition of 
1884, by the steamship Neptune, the 


government arranged to send out six 
small parties te make meteorological 
and other observations, for one year 


each, at six stations,+10 be placed as 
three pairs on the opposite shores of 
Hudson strait. One pair was to be at 
the entrance from the Atlantic, one 
pair on the north and the south side, 
midway up, and the third pair on each 
side of the outlet into the bay. All 
the stations were successfully placed 
where intended, except the one whieh 
was to have been built on the north 
side of the entrance. The weather and 
other. circumstances prevented a land- 
ing being effected in th‘s vicinitv, and 
the station was built at Nachvak inlet, 
on the Labrador coast, about fifty miles 
south of the strait. Small, but) com- 
fortable wooden houses, each containir 

three good rooms, besides an attic. anc 
having from one to three outbuildings, 
were erected for each station. The di- 
mension timber, the sawn lumber and 
the doors and windows were taken out 
in the ship, but all the cutting and fitting 
were done after the materials had been 
plated on the ground, Only from two 
to three days were required to land the 
building materials, the fuel and supplies 
of all kinds for a year and to erect the 
buildings. 

The officers and men left at these 
stations, kept similar meteorological. re- 
cords in uniform set of books. They 
were also instructed to ascend the high- 
est hills near their stations, ‘from time 
to time, in order to make telescopic ob- 
servations om the condition of the strait 
during the winter months, 


At the end of the first year, or in 1885, 
fresh officers and men were sent out on 
the steamship Alert to replace the first 
parties, who were then brought bome. 
At the end of the next year the second 
parties also returned by the ship and all 
the stations were demolished, exeept 
that on, Big island, midway up the north 
shore. 

It is to be regretted that, in neither 
year, were the officers in charge of these 
various stations: asked to make reports 
on the results of their own observations 
during the two whole yerrs and as to the 
information they obtained _ froin. the 
Eskimos. They were merely required 
to hand in their books of records, after 
which a general report, purporting to 
be based on all of them, was prepared 
by some one else for publication each year. 

In 1897. the Canadian government 
sent out an expedition” by the steam- 
ship Diana to test the length of the 
season of navigation in Hudson strait 
by making occasional voyages from end 
to end, beginning as soon as it could 
be entered and continuing till it might be 
closed by ice, as at that time it was sup- 
posed by many that stich a thing some- 
times occurred, although there was no 
proof that it had ever happened, But 
when the Diana reached the strait (on 
the 22nd of June) the entrance was, al- 
ready quite clear and no ice in sight, 
but our ship soon afterwards got en- 
tangled in ice by going too close i 


not she might have passed on ito the 
bay by keeping the centre or the southern 
side. “The strait was found io be clear 
of ice until the Diana left for Halifax late 
in the autumn, 

The writer was a member of the Diana 
expedition and by means of a yacht, 
carried out to Big island on the deck of 
the steamer, he surveyed a considerable 
portion of the north shore of the strait, 
which forms the south coast of Baffin 
Land.

The writer in 1879 surveyed the Church- 
ill river, from a point a long distance in- 
land, all the way to the mouth, and also 
the harbor itself, I have entered this port 
by sailing ships and [ had the honor, 
in 1884, of piloting the first steamship 
that ever entered it. 
@by prolonging the railway northward 
up the coast a salt water harbor may 
perhaps be found which is open during 
a longer season than Churchill, while 
the fotal distance might be only slightly 
increased, 

The name “Port Nelson’? has been re- 
tained by map-makers for the mouth 
of Nelson river, perhaps because, on paper 
it looks as if a port should still be there 
but in reality no port for sea-going vessels 
exists at this locality at the present day. 
It is recorded that some of the small 
vessels first sent out by the Hudson's 
Bay company, 240 years ago, went to 
Gillam’s island, whieh is now just. above 
the tide water at the mouth of the river.

In 1880 
I sailed from Us anchorage to London 
in the Hudson's Bey company's Hoge er 
Ocean Nymph, \hie required only this 
depth of water, and it was by the most 
careful piloting,at thé top of high water, 
that we managed to get out to sea, a 
distance of twenty miles from the Factory. 
« A very short outline should here be 
given of the geography and the leading 
physical features of Hudson bay and 
strait. The former is fully 600 miles 
in width, the area being nearly half that 
of the Maditerranean of the old world, 
James bay, which constitutes its south- 
em portion, measures 350 miles from 
north to,south by 150 miles in’ breadth 
and has an area mote than 50 per cent. 

ater than that of* Lake Superior. 
faving these large dimensions and being 
situated in the heart of the continent, 
Hudson bay is the most striking feature 
in the geography of North America, and 
the writer, long ago, suggested that it 
might be more Spemmlately and correct- 
ly called Hudson sea, being, as it were, 
the Mediterranean of this continent, It 
is separated from the ocean by a very 
long strait and is really a mare clausum 
surrounded by British territory. Rough- 
ly speaking, Hudson strait measures 
500 miles in fength by 100 miles in width. 

A very lange extent of country im- 
mediately around Hudson sea, on the 
east, south and the west, drains directly 
into it, by upwards of 30 good sized rivers 
and innumerable smaller ones. - The great 
drainage system tributary to the Mani- 
toba lakes form# a supplementary basin, 
which derives its. waters from all. sides 
and. sends them to the: sea by a single 
trunk stream, the Nelson, one of the 

reat rivers of the world, The Sas- 

atchewan, which Talls into Lake Win- 

nipeg, originates west of the rocky 
mountains, and hgs a course of more 
thin a thousand Sites. The Winnipeg 
river, one of the largest tributaries, rises 
near Lake Superior, and flows westward 
into the southeastern bev of Lake Win- 
nipeg. The Red river -.4 most southern 
affluent of Lake Winnipeg, has its source 
south of latitude 45 degrees. This with 
the tributaries from the north, or opposite 
direction, gives a total north and south 
drainage of (,500 miles, The limits of 
the basin of Hudson sea, therefore, ex- 
tend from the centre of the Labrador 
peninsula west. to the Rocky mountains, 
a distance of 2,100 miles, and from the 
source of Red river end the height of 
land near Lake Superior, northward to 
Repulse bay, the distance being equally 
great. 

Hudson sea and strait. ate both easy 
to navigate. The former has an ayer- 
age depth of seventy fathoms, deepen- 
ing to one hundred, towards its outlet. 
The west end of the strait has a depth 
of 160 “fathoths “and “deepens regularly 
to 300 as it enters the Atlantic. There 
are many good harbors on both sides. 
The bottom in all cases is stiff boulder 
clay, affording good holding ground. 
The land on the southern side rises to 
heights of from 1,000 to 2,500 feet, and 
is more preeipitous than)on the north- 
em,side, the tvestern half of which is 
not so high as the eastern.

that this is quite impossible with a body 
of salt water 600 miles wide and a thou 
sand miles long, within the latitudes of 
the British islands, It is equally im- 
possible ‘for thie to happen to a deep 
channel like the strait, connecting this 
great sea and the Atlantic ocean, and 
having a high tide swinging rapidly 
through it twice every twenty-four hours. 
The presence of so much open water and 
the lower altitude, give Hudson sea and 
strait a milder winter climaté than that 
of Manitoba or Minnesota, 


The writer has in his possession 
record of the climate, including s« 
sonal and perodie events, for nearly a 
hundred years at an inland post on the 
Albany river. This gives an average of 
six months of open* water each year. 
Another record kept at’ York Pactory 
for fifty years shows an average of fully 
six months of open water in the year, 
The difference in latitude between York 
Factory and Churchill harbor “is only 
about one hungired miles. As neither 
Hudson strait or sea is frazen over at any 
time, they might be navigated for six 
months or more in the year, but the 
season of navigation ‘should only be 
reckoned as the period during which 
vessels could enter a suitable harbor. 

Much has been ascertained in the last 
thirty years, and a great deal had been 
previously recorded since the § Danish 
captain, John Monck, wintered at Chureh- 
ill in 1619-1620, to show that this harbor 
has an open season averaging four and a 
half mofiths in the year, or from about 
the middle of June to the end of October, 
and there is no doubt that a powerful 
ice breaking steamer, stich as some of 
those used in Russia, could materially 
extend the time of open water, both in 
spring and antumn, and the clear open 
sea being just outside, could always be 
utilized. We need not, therefore, . de- 
spair of navigating these waters on 
aceount of the shortness of the season. 

The fact that the strait and this great 
inland sea have been navigated by sail- 
ing ships with scareely any loss for 240 
years, lot the sake of the small business 
available, shows what might be done 
when’ a great carring trade is in sight. 
if raiiways were built from the prairie 
provinces to Hudson sea, the farmers 
of these regions would be in as good a 
position in regard to asexport as those 
of the interlake peninsula of Ontario are 
in relation to the St. Lawrence. If the 
average price of wheat throughout the 
northwest were increased by teh cents 
a bushel, owing to such improved facil- 
ities for marketing it in Hurope, and if 
only one-fourth of our 200,000,000 acres 
of good wheat land in the northwest, or, 
say, 50,000,000) acres, were producing 
this grain at the rate of twenty bushels 
an acre, the annual value of ithe crop 
alone would ‘be increased by $100,000,000 
or énough (at a moderate price) to build 
a new. transcontinental railway every 
year, ‘Lhe combined value of all other 
products would double this amount, 
and the value of the land itself would be 
correspondingly enhanced, These ad- 
vantages, together with the many others 
which would result from the greatly 
reduced rates for freight, would seem 
to justify the Canadian government and 
people for at least making gvery effort 
to establish this line of transportation. 

The city of Winnipeg is near the 
southeastern corner of the whole area 
of the prairie provinces, and yet the 
distance from it to Liverpool by the 
Hudson bay route is 800 miles less than 
by the St. Lawrence, while the saving 
of distance in favor of all other points 
ix greater as we advance northwestward 
into the interior, This may be ilus- 
trated by supposing that two travellers 
start for, Liverpool from some point in 
that difection, one going by Lake Superior 
and Montreal, the other via Churehill, 
the latter arrives at Churchill as soon as 
the other reache# Winnipeg, From Win- 
nipeg this traveller has still to go 1,201 
miles by Lake Surperior to reach Mont 


real, where he will still be no nearer to 
Liverpool than 1 r is when he 
reaches Churchill. her words, the 


traveller by Churchill saves the whole 
distance between Winnipeg and Mont- 
real. By way of New York the distance 
is, of course, still greater, 

It will probably be found that some 
of the produets of the northwest can be 
profitably exported by the Hudson bay 
route, which would not pay at all to send 
by the St. Lawrence. 

For more than thirty years, the writer 
has advocated the consideration of this 
route In 1878 a paper whieh he had 
prepared on the subject was published 
in the report of the minister of the in- 
terior for that year. During the session 
of 1878-70, the Hon. Thomas Ryan 
called the attention of the senate to the 
importance of this subject and stated 
his belief that a railway might be ad- 
vantageously constructed from Manitoba 
to Hudson Bay.

Want Grant for United-Aids. 

Travisa Barker, J. DQ Blayney and 

1. H, Wilson appeared on behalf of the 
United Aids to ask for a grant for the work 
of that organization. Travis Barker was 
the spokesman. He outlined qhe origin 
of the United Aids, formed to relieve 
distress in the city and to prevent qver- 
lapping fi public'charities and stop inréads 
by the professional solicitors for aid. 
He asked that a grant of $1,500 be made 
out of the revenue in order to relieve 
deserving gases of destitution, to bring 
work and worker together, and to relieve 
the citizens of much of the solieition that 
wow obtains. In conclusion; he stated

~The significance of the station is 
that the astronomical branch of the 
department of the interior is dheeking 
up the determination of the principal 
meridians, which was done years ago, 
with a double ehain slong the base 
lines, when the surveys of Western 
Canada were first maae. 

Stoney Phains fis almost \hirectiy 
on the Sth meridian, which accounts 
the determining apparatus being 
installed there. In order that obser- 
vations may be made at the precise 
moment provision is made for @ thor- 
ough telegraphic circui thetween the 
two points, Winnipeg and Stoney 
Plains 

F. A. MeDiarmid, official astrono- 
mer of the department of the inter- 
is in charge of the station. To'‘a 
Bulletin representative he stated that 
tis stay will not be long in Stoney 
Plains as with a clear sky in the even- 
dng he will soon be able to make @ic 
necessary Observations. From here he 
will go to Pineher Station, in the 
south, which is on the same meridian 
Similar stations were established by 
Mr. MeDiarmid during the year at 
Erweod, Mortlach. Macdowall Walsh 
and Lloydminster, the ‘latter town be- 
ing on the fourth meridian forming 
the boundary between Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, 

Mr. MeDiarmid said that his ob- 
servations for longitude consist in de-

ior 


termining accurate time and making 
comparisons with the time at Win- 
nipeg and at, the points where the 


temporary stations were established. 
The longitude of Winnipeg from Ot- 
tawa will be determined next spring. 
Latitude was determined by measuring 
the small difference ‘between two 
sters nearly at equal distances on 
opposite sides of the zenith, ~The 
objcet of the work is purely for geo- 
graphical determination, as a check 
on the work which was done before. 

“Lf you should find the fourth merid- 
ian to be several hundred feet out, 
would it affect the boundary line and 
the position of Lioydmineter, which 
is now divided by that meridian?” 

“No, it would make no difference at 
all a+ that boundary line has been 
declared by parliament and would 
not be changed."
